Oyster Bay, N. Y., April 26.—J ustifi­ 
cation for his failure to prosecute the 
Harvester trust during his presidency 
is claimed by Colonel Roosevelt in a 
dictated statement of more than 2.000 
words, given by him at Sagamore Hill. 
The cx-president, making his state­ 
ment as a reply to the stack of Har­ 
vester trust documents made public 
at Washington, says he was ydvised 
by his cabinet to follow' the suggestion 
of 
Commissioner 
of 
Corporations 
Smith, who asked that no prosecution 
be ordered until he had completed an 
investigation desired by the senate. 
Taft Member of Cabinet. 
Roosevelt pointed out that, sitting 
in his cabinet when the decision to 
suspend proceedings was reached, was 
Mr. Tal’t, then secretary of war. Tho 
colonel, in giving out the statement, 
especially drew attention to his obser­ 
vation as to the alleged influence of 
the Morgan interests in hist handling 
of the Harvester trust. 
In’ thvs con­ 
nection lie asserts that 
when 
the 
! Northern Securities 
suit, 
involving 
Morgan, was filed ryaer his instruc­ 
tions, he was abcut to 
run for

presidency.
